over 170 undergraduate schotar- 
ships ranging in value from $70 
to $600. 

In addition, student jobs are 
available in most every depart. 
ment, Jones added. The cafeteria 
and library offer a number of 
student jobs. Others may be em- 
ployed as part-time clerks and 
stenographers, and in administra- 
tive offices. 

Jones said that the actual ari- 
thmetical average paid to student 
employees last year was $404.97, 
but that this figure is misleading 
since approximately 500 students 
were employed each month and 
the general average would be 
closer to $800 during the fiscal 
vear. 

Some 750 undergraduates re- 
ceived scholarships in one form 
or another during 1962-63. This 
number ineludes athletic scholar- 
ships, scholarships offered through 
three ROTC units on campus, re- 
gular University scholarships, and 
4 number of scholarships received 
directly from private sources out- 
side the University. 

According to Jones, more than 
50 students were provided short 
term loans by the University it- 
self last year.

Mr. Garrott pointed out: "The 
Statute setting forth the qualifica- 
tions of those participating in 
primary elections provides that, 
"Nothing herein is intended or 
shall be understood as applying 
to elections of President or Vice 
President of the United States, 
wherein votes may be cast entirely 
without regard to party Mmes” 
This same statute," Mr. Garrott 
rontinued, "specifically provides 
that, insofar as the Mississippi 
elections are concerned no per- 
son shall be eligible to participate 
in any primary election unless he 
intends to support the nominations 
made in the primary in which he 
participates." 

"The question has been asked 
concerning the interpretation of 
this statute by the Mississippi Su- 
preme Court," Mr. Garrott stated. 

He continued: "And I desire 
to call to the attention of the Miss- 
issippi voters that the Mississippi 
Supreme Court has stated that

The development of the ports of
